SDDDENLY STRICKEN. 

Mr. John (iaibraltli I'lisses Away After a 
abort IlInesB A Brief IliHtory of IUh 
lilfo- Funeral Arraiisreiiii'iils. 

The community was shocked last even- 
ing Avhcn it was announced that Mr. .lohn 
(Jalbraitli, one of British Columbia's 
oldest iiioueers and most rcsi)ectcd citi 
Zens, had pas.scd sudilenly awu.y. lie 
was seen on the slrccls on .Saturday in 
api)arently good health, and retired as 
usual to his rooms in the Driard at IJ 
o'clock that night. l''eeling indisposed he 
remained in bed all day Sunday, but 
nothing serious was thought of il. lie 
ke[)t to his bed yesterday morning, and 
only at noon was his condition thought 
serious. Dr. Powell remained with him, 
and did all that medical skill could do to 
save his life. He speedily became uncon- 
scious, however, and entered into rest al 
5 o'clock in the anus of hia faithful wife. 
So sudden was it all, so unexpected, ko 
lamentable, that his friends could hardly 
bring tlieiiiselves to reali/.e that be had 
passed forever from their midst. Ex- 
pressions of genuine sorrow and regret 
were beard on all aides and the virtues of 
honest .John Calbraith loudly extolled 
He has long been a sufferer from liver 
disease and it is thought his heart was also 
affected. The case is one of peculiarly 
sad interest. He was born iu the north 
of Ireland, the son of a Church of Eng- 
land clergyman, and came In (California 
in 18.58, being then aged about -!8 years. 
Ho traveled extensively through the min- 
ing diatricts of California, Idaho and 
IMiintana, and engaged largely in mining 
and packing. Mr. Louis Redon knew 
him intimately in Idaho twenty-live years 
ago, when he packed from Lewis- 
ton to the mines, being in 
the employ of the Americjin lOxjiress 
Co. Thence he went to Kootenay in 181),"), 
He owned [lack trains with which he look 
in suppliea to the mines from Walla 
Walla. He settled down to ranching 
about 18li7 or 18f)8 at ,Josej)h's Prairie 
where he had a store and carried on stock 
raiaiiig. Uo was the proprietor of the 
Kootenay fetry for I he last lli or 17 yeais. 
He sold out his ranche at a large ligiire in 
1884 to Col. Baker, since which time he 
has resided at Parson's Bridge, where 
he owned a farm, coming in to X'ietoria al 
frequent intervals. . His brother Robert. 
ex-M.P,P., for Kootenay, who was as- 
sociated with him in business for many 
years, liaa long looked after his interests 
in Kootenay. The lirni did a large trade 
during the past yeai in forwarding su|i- 
plies to the interior of Kooteway and con- 
templated extending it next year, jnitting 
iqi aoverid buildings, including a lari,'e 
hotel at tho Hot Springs, Columbia Lake. 
Hia wife is a native of South America. 
(Joneral .sympathy is extended to her 
in her terrible bereavement. His sister 
and brother-in-law reside in Ktiotenay, 
and another brother, .James, occupies a 
position on tho Northern Pacific i-ailway. 
The deceased was always recognized as a 
good business nvali, fair in all his dealings 
and warm-hearted as only an Irishman 
can bo. Throughout British Coliiiiibia, 
wherovei' he was l;iiown, and he eoiinleil 
hosts of friends everywhere, his demise 
will be learned with grief, and his memory 
held ill pica.sant recollection. How 
deeply does this "cutting oil"' recall to 
us that "lu the midst of life we arc in 
death !"

the cliaracler and ascertain the Jihysical 
litiicss of those sent out as settlers. One 
of the causes of failure of so many iniiui- 
grants was their uttei unlitiiess f.ir colo- 
nial life. He had always strongly im- 
pressed on the people of England that it 
was unfair to the colonies as well OS'ordel 
to the iiuiuigrants themselves to send out 
to a new country n'ci -do-wcUs and "bl.aclc 
shecji." 1 'iiha|i]iily this bad been the 
class from uliicli a large proportiun of 
English emigraiiis had been for many 
years recruiied.

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A SENSATIONAL STORY. 

A Dime Novel Story In the "Staiiilard" Denied 
by a West Coast Settler— About the IiuUaus. 

Mr. George D. Logan, who has been 
living on the West C'oasI oll'andon for 
nineiieen years, arrived here last Thursday 
from Barclay Sound. To a roprosentaliv e 
of The Colonist Mr Logan denied in loin 
the sensational story headed "Captivity 
on the West CoasI," which appeared in 
the Stitiiiliinl of Friday, October 21st. 
He Bays: 

"There was a family living among the 
Indians about a year ago. Tho father was 
formerly a resident of Victoria and may 
or may not have boon a dissolute charac- 
ter, butaslongas 1 ha\'e known him he 
has been sober and respecl.alile, endeavoi - 
ing to gain an honest living for the sup- 
port of his family by making shingles and 
aelling them to the Indians and whiles. 
His wife and children lived with him and 
he was always most particular in regard 
to the moral standing of hia daughlers, 
walching them with zealous care, .Mmul 
the atjitenienl that one of the girls is mar- 
ried or living with a Cliiuaiiiaii, I can 
deny that with perfect assurance of iis 
falsity, A Celestial was in the employ of 
a settler, who qiiarrellod with luni, and 
tho father referred to took him away aiui 
hired him himself. The story, I think, 
was floated in this way. The Chinaman 
was known to be in love with one of the 
girls and wifihed to marry her, but she, as 
well as her father, repelled any advaiiciM 
he made. The Chinaman is now living 
with his former master. As long as 
Shearer lived on the West Coast I have 
seen no evidonceB of slavery, and as for 
this man ever selling his daughters, I don'l 
believe he over thought of such a I hing. 
The man took up a piece of ground at 
Schooner Cove, but had ill luck, .and afler 
spending all of hia cap'tal he moved lo 
Scuttle or thereabouts ami enga!,'ed in 
hop-picking and was seen there '11111111 a 
month ago with hia entire family.

Tho gauge 
was then placed an a t4ip in Mr. Nesbitfa 
garden, at the top of Fort street, and 
there was indicated by the gauge a pres- 
sure e(|u.'\l to that of a column of water 
of 10 feet in height. At the back of Mr. 
¥. .1. I'arnard's residence on Peiuberton 
road the gang;? showed a pressure of 10 
feet, ami at ( lovernnient luaise, on tho 
level of the lloor, the gauge also showed 
■K) feet. By taking oil 7 feet from the in- 
dicated pressures it is easily known what 
gravitation will do at each of the above 
mentioned points. 

If the members of thu council or any 
ratopayera desire to get at the truth of 
the case it would be a simple matter for 
thoni to lirst take tho gauge, see it tested, 
then place it on the steam pump, and 
tlien place it at any point where they 
might desire an observation. Seeing 
would lIu'U be lu'lieviiig to all e.xeept the 
wilfully lilind. Such a course wiudd then 
enable the diU'erent menibeis of the coun- 
cil to speak with authority on the subject, 
and would go far towards removing the 
impression now so prevalent that Victoria 
engineers are nearly all disciples of the 
immortal Keely of motor fame.
